In Britain the “estates of the realm” are again in session. 
'T’he king’s “great council” without whose good will and assent 
he can make no law, raise no tax and continue no ministry in 
office, has assembled to consider the state of the United King­ 
dom. the empire >.nd the dominions beyond the seas. 
From what we have heard in this country in the last 
few' 
months of what is pressing upon the minds and hearts of peoples 
the world over, it might be assumed that only one question could 
possibly be considered by the parliament at Westminster. 
Mr. 
Pox and President Wilson, Franklin Roosevelt and the whole Dem­ 
ocratic organization with a few college professors and unattached 
sentimentalists thrown in, have been telling us for months that 
Europe and the world have discontinued all other business and 
have been waiting with tightly held breath for the League of 
Nations to come and give them the kiss of peace, its blessing and 
maybe some seed potatoes. 
If the facts have been correctly rep­ 
resented there can be but one order of business before the British 
parliament, and that will be to determine by what means the .com­ 
ing of the reign of the League of Nations in the world can be 
hastened. 
But curiously enough we find no reference to this important 
subject in the proceedings at Westminster. 
Parliament is con­ 
sidering secondary matters wholly. 
The chief thing that seems 
to be worrying the government and the lawmakers is how to 
solve an industrial situation that threatens to leave the British 
Islands without coal and transportation this winter.
